THE NATION’S BREAD. 

Agriculture in this country is, declares Te 
Times, drifting towards a serious crisis, which 
ihreatens to result in the general abandonment 
of wheat-growing and in widespread rural un- 
employment. The root of the difficulty lies in 
the increase of labourers’ wages. beyond the 
figure which makes it economically possible for 
farmers to employ them. By a recent proposal 
of the Agricultural Wages Board, which is due 
to take effect at the end of this month, the 
stancard rate of wages will be raised to 36s. 6d. 
as compared with the 25s. laid down 
under the Corn Production Act.. The weekly 
hours of work will also be reduced. Farmers 
have to eet against this the announcement, 
rather tardily made, of @ maximum price for 
this year's wheat harvest of 75s. 6d. a quarter, 
as against the 55s. of the Corn Production Act. 
But, while labourers’ wages and hours of work 
will remain constant, if they are not further 
altered to their Advantage, farmers have at pre- 
bent no assistance to look for after this year 
but the Corn Production Act prices. These fall 
next year to 45s, a quarter for wheat, and come 
fo an end in 1922. The combined effeet of the 
increased cost of labour and the reduced price 
of produce may be that corn-growing will once 
more become unprofitable. 


THE HERTZOG DEPUTATION, 

Dealing with the declaration of General 
licrigog and his deputation from South Africa, 
tuat separation is desired by the great majority 
of the Duteh and by many of the English, 
The Times asserig that both statements are 
yuestionable, to say the least.

Before the world has been able even to 
see with clearness what its new principle of life 
is to imply, it is faced with a test case that 
threatens to wreck its entire hopes. Two 
nations, equally inflexible in their demands, both 
terrible sufferers in the war not yet’ settled, 
stand face to face ready to plunge into blood- 
shed to contest their claims. Strangely enough, 
the new dispute, which threatens to draw all 
Europe once again into the vortex, has occurred 
at almost the same spot at which the »world-war 
began. Of all the problems the Peace Confer- 
ence has had to disentangle, none is nearly so 
complex. Not the least of the difficulties is that 
the five Great Powers are not disinterested 
parties. Japan wishes to keep out of European 
affairs; Italy is one of the two disputing 
nations; France and Great Britain are signa- 
tories to an important treaty involved. America 
ig committed to a specific course of action by her 
League of Nations policy.

Two hundred years before the beginning of 
the Christian Era the multitude of small rocky 
islands on the eastern shores of the Adriatic 
were the hiding places of numerous Illyrian 
pirate fleets, which lived by plundering the 
commerce and ships of war of the Roman Em- 
pire.

To support these claims, however, Italy has 
put forward numerous other statements for con- 
sideration. lt is argued, for instance, that 
Dalmatian is geographically part of Italy,
